It will not giv e surcease to 
grief; it will not replace, nor ex ­ 
plain. but will underline the fact 
that it was good to hav e liv ed a 
little while as the boy s did and 
a long time as did the janitor. 


It will say it is not WHO y ou 
were nor ev en WHAT y ou did, 
but THAT y ou were with us for 
a while that really counts . . .
